Or, we can later hove 
him execute another affidavit if that would be more comprehensive. 7/ hat he told 
me is that after his return to Minneapolis, about a month after the eos os si na- 
tion , he had his film taken on the trip developed and he phono f the FBI and gave 
it to them. Last veer, when 0 representative of . Garrison’d office ateked him for a 
copy, he had 9 copy made. When I sow his film I could not believe it was intact. 

I asked him if ho had. edited it. He said he hadn’t, but that on seeing it he 
realized th c t io must have be-^n for there were no blank spaces in it whereas 
ho had some, said thet unless ho had given the original, which hs d splices 
where these bleriJc spaces bad been, to Garrison, the FBI had kept the original 
and given him e copy. He can ot swear to this, but I examined the Garrison copy 
•end there ere no splices it it. % this I mean, although I sm confident the film 
has been edited, there are no physical splices and it is an earlier generation 
that was edited. Asjfrhim to lo.ok again at the Oswald- arrest footage to see if he 
believe he may have exposed, more film. I am confident I 10 did not have an errest 
in his lens and shoot so little. Ask him also to examine the shifting from one 
scene to another to ascertain whether he hod pannned or had stopped the camera. 

Unless he stopped it, some footage has been removed oc these points. F or example, 
when he shifts down to tho scattered leaflets. I have located two films of this 
literature distribution and both seem to hove been edited by th9 FBI. 

Perhaps when I have time to drag out the projector the quality of the 
slides will be better. But the selection of pictures does not include the iai ortant 
ones.
